Bell was surprised by tbe arrival of a 
back at his reeidence,the driver of which 
bore a note requesting tbe Major’s pres­ 
ence in town immediately on professional 
business. 
He entered the carriage, and 
on arrival down town was driven to an 
office in which were seated a num ber of 
French gentlemen. They announced th a t 
they formed the board of,directors of the 
French weekly paper, Le Progres, and 
stated the object of the nocturnal sum ­ 
mons.

of the issue of Le Progres, which would 
appear yesteiday morning, contained a 
libelous article over a column in length 
which would have a disastrous effect on 
a French gentlem an of position in town. 
They w anted to know by what means 
they could legally have the article sup­ 
pressed, for tbe paper was in tbe banas 
of Messrs. D’ArtoiB and Oakley, to whom 
it had been leased. Major Bell told 
them th at the circulation could be sup­ 
pressed by means of an injunction, but 
as that could only be obtained after the 
court opened at 10 o’clock it would be 
useless, as by th at time the papers 
would be all over tbe city. He asked,, 
however, to see the lease and on 
reading it over, found among its stipula­ 
tions one declaring the contract void if 
the lessors became defaulters as regards 
rent. 
Now, as Messrs. d’Artois & 
Oakley were considerably in arrears, 
here was an opportunity to checkmate, 
so Major Bell told the directors th at all 
they had to do was to pass a resolution 
declaring the lease void, and then they 
could take the paper in their own hands 
at will.

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T H E SALT LAKE ROAD. 


Particulars About Ito E it««tl»« to 
Miouz City. 
The Associated Press dispatch in yes­ 
terday m orning's H e r a l d announcing 
that the contract for grading the Sioux 
City, Salt Lake and Los Angeles line had 
been let, was read with glee by the busi­ 
ness elem ent of the city. The construc­ 
tion of the line between Salt Lake and 
Los Angeles has hitherto been the prin­ 
cipal feature of interest connected with 
th e enterprise, and not much attention 
has been paid to the ultimate outcome of 
the road. I t will eventually be built on 
to Sioux City, Iowa, direct communica­ 
tion being thereby established with Chi­ 
cago. 
The following statem ent by Don­ 
ald McLean, General M anager of the 
Wvoming Improvement Company, which 
is backing the enterprise at the Sioux 
City end will, therefore, be read with 
interest: 
* ‘The 
Pacific 
Short 
Line, 
as 
the 
line 
will 
be 
known, 
is 
an 
assured 
fact, 
and 
the 
work of construction will begin in the 
spring just as soon as the weather will 
perm it. There is now an engineer's 
corps of eightv-four men working on the 
line which will run from Sioux City to 
Salt Lake City, thence to 'Frisco, Utah 
and thence to Los Angeles and the Paci­ 
fic Coast. 
The line will positively be 
completed to the Coast w ithin two years 
from this time, and will be built in the 
very best m anner, and the equipment 
strictly first-class. 
It is intended to 
commence work right away, so that con­ 
struction may proceed actively in the 
early spring. Tne line to the Pacific 
Coast will be from 220 to 250 miles 
shorter than the present route via the 
Union 
Pacific 
and 
Central Pacific. 
It 
is 
by 
a 
surveyed 
line, 
930 
miles from Sioux 
City to Salt 
Lake, and 750 miles from there to Los 
Angeles. The Com pany's bonds are with 
th e M anhattan T iust Company, of New 
York and an understanding made that 
gives the 
construction company the 
money for the bonds as the road is com­ 
pleted in 100-mile sections. The New 
York men are anxious that the road be 
completed next year, but they do not 
realize how big an undertaking it is.” 
Reference to an official map of the 
U nited 8tatoB will indicate almost exactly 
what the route of the road from Sioux 
City to Salt Lake will be, as it will follow 
alm ost exactly the Government trails’ 
through the mountains. 
The road now 
ends at Fort Carper in Eastern Wyoming 
and will continue westward for several 
mileB before it makes a turn to the 
south. 
As regards the road between Salt 
Lake and this city, the members of the 
syndicate here announce that active 
operations will be very shortly com­ 
menced, and that the line will be in 
operation between Los Angeles and the 
ocean belore very long. 
The Salt Lake 
people are doing all in their power at 
their end, and a local banker has agreed 
to put $50,000 into the road when he is 
assured th a t it will be pushed in first- 
class shape.

CONTEMPT OF COURT. 


Charge* A gainst 
I»Ie**r*. Poirier 
and Smith. 
Messrs. Godfrey Poirier and A. S. 
W hite, of tho Tehachepi Star Lime Com­ 
pany, were yesterday cited to appear in 
the United States Circuit Court to an­ 
swer to a charge of contempt of court. 
The charge is th a t they com mitted con­ 
tem pt in procuring the issuance of a 
criminal process against H . M. Jacobs, 
R. Robert, August Pascal and John Nel­ 
son of Kern county, and W m. Russell of 
San Francisco, forthe purpose of having 
them brought to Los Angeles county so 
that they could be served with papers in 
a civil suit commenced in the Superior 
Court. It appears from statem ents made, 
that the parties alleged to be in contempt 
of court, desired to bring a civil suit 
against tbe parties named, and in order 
to do this the Sheriff was given the 
papers to serve . Th«se parties were not 
in the connty, and it is alleged th a t in 
order to bring them here Messrs. Poirier 
and A. S. W hite charged them with hav­ 
ing cat tim ber on Government land. 
They were arrested and brought here and 
on their arrival on November 28, 1888, 
the suit was commenced against them 
in the Superior Court to recover $6.000 
for certain im plem ents and stock which 
it was alleged they had appropriated. 
The Sheriff served them with copies of 
the com plaint while they were being 
proeecnted criminally. I t appears that 
under the United States law it is a con­ 
tem pt of court to nerve parties to a civil 
suit while they are in attendance upon a 
criminal action in the United States 
court, and it is held to be an aggravated 
case when the crim inal cases were com­ 
menced for the purpose of getting them 
inside of the county so that the Sheriff 
could serve the papers. Messrs. Poirier 
and Smith were cailed to appear before 
the Circuit Court on January 21st. 


A Faithless Wife. 
In April last a man nam ed C harles 
Robertson was arrested at Pomona and 
was convicted in August last of grand 
larceny for stealing a horse and wagon. 
H e was sentenced to six m onths, and his 
term is about to expire. It is related now 
th a t his wife taking advantage of his in­ 
carceration went to live with another man, 
who keeps a second-hand clothing store 
on Second street, and even paid a lawyer 
to drop proceedings to secure his release.

“ Forefathers’ Day” is a Plymouth 
Rock institution. It is usually in its 
gatherings a great mutual admiration 
affair, where the muK <imUui scabunt 
policy is applied in a most unlimited 
m anner. 
Well, it may be. There 
certainly something substantial for the 
pilgrims of the Mayflower to point with 
pride to. All roads ran to Rome, and so 
the heart of nearly everything American 
centers with New York. Thus it came 
about that last Forefathers’ Day was 
celebrated in the continental metropolis 
more enthusiastically than it was under 
the shadow of Bunker Hill, or where 
the sad sea waves break against the 
Yankee Blarney Stone at Plymouth 
It was a gathering of notable men, it was 
a company of brilliantly witty men 
Chauncey Mitchell Depew, the greatest 
of living post-prandial orators was there, 
and so were a great many other men 
whom to hear had been a treat. Among 
these gentlemen was one known in the 
halls of Congress, on the stumD in nearly 
every State in the Union, and particu­ 
larly in this 6tate, as a notably brilliant 
and witty speaker. H e visited California 
dnring the political campaign of last fall 
and spoke at San Francisco and at Los 
Angeles. H is well rounded periods flowed 
w ith unruffled movement, and fell with 
winning sweetness on the ears of a great 
andience, right here by the west wall of 
the H e r a l d building. We could sit 
here in the editorial rooms and hear bis 
argum ent, whose logic was hard to re­ 
fute, whose syllogisms were forged like 
strong links of steel, and to answer which 
the dialectician would be forced to go 
back and attack his major premise, for 
there wae no flaw in the reasoning as 
H on. Thomas B. Reed of Maine treated 
the tariff question. 
H e 
was 
at 
the 
New 
England 
Society’s dinner 
at 
New York 
Forefather’s 
Day, 
and 
responded 
to the toaBt, 
“ The Mighty West. 
H e 
was 
peculiarly 
prepared 
for 
the duty, as be had just returned from 
visiting many of the Western States, and 
from studying with that close attention 
for which he is noted the various phases 
of western life, the rapid development of 
th e several sections he passed through 
and the resources and promise of the 
future which he saw. 
So mnch interest 
is there for ns in this speech that the 


H e r a l d does not hesitate to lay it before 
its readers in somewhat elaborate form, 
Mr. Reed said: 
“ I am going to try to talk about the 
4 ‘W est to-night not so much because 
“ know a great deal about it as because 
“ this andience probably knows less, 
“ [Laughter.] 
“ It is on the well known scientific 
“ principle that a five-year-old boy can 
“ teach a four-year-old boy more than 
“ Plato or Aristotle or St. Paul, and pos­ 
s ib ly more than the Professor of Politi- 
“ cal Economy of a New England College. 
“ My residence also is advantageous. Al- 
“ most everything is west 
of 
Maine 
“ (laughter), and if it should be desirable 
“ to have a fine and expansive peroration 
“ the whole boundless# continent might 
“ easily be ours. 
“ One of the strongest and most power­ 
f u l m en of California, a land of vigorous 
“ men, not long ago declared to me, and 
“ I ventare to shock the New England 
“ Society with his declaration, that had 
“ the Pilgrim Fathers landed on the 
“ Pacific slope instead of on Plymouth 
“ Rock, civilization would never have got 
“ east of the Rocky M ountains. 
[ Laugh- 
“ ter.] These people, after California 
“ would 
never 
have 
thought 
our 
“ part 
of 
the 
country 
worth 
“ the 
trouble 
of 
settlem ent. 
Who- 
“ ever amid the w arm th of the 
al- 
“ moet unending summer and standing 
“ on the rich soil of those sunset lands, 
“ thinks of the rock-boand regions and 
“ sterile coasts of the Northern Atlantic, 
“ m ay well indulge a day dream of the 
“ teeming empire which would have been 
“ west of the Sierras had all the energies 
“ which have made this Republic great, 
“ been concentrated on those wonderful 
“ valleys. Nevertheless this day dream, 
“ enticing as it is, is all a m istake. W hat 
“ seem to have been the chances of his- 
“ tory are always the decrees of a higher 
“ law. 
And 
this is no 
exception. 
“ W herever within the tem perate zone 
“ nature is the most bleak, there she is 
4 ‘the weakest, and there m ust be the 
“ first successful attack. New England 
“ soil yielded little, but it yielded that 
“ little to labor without capital. And 
4‘capital is never a first settler. 
[Ap- 
“ planse.] 
H ad these men, equipped 
4’only with the labor of their hands and 
“ the scanty knowledge of Europe been 
“ dropped upon the San Joaquin valley, 
“ they would have perished miserably 
4‘amid th e riches which our generation 
“ finds to be w ithout stint or limit. It 
"took all the wealth which the Atlantic 
“ Coast could garner or attract in a 
‘‘hundred and fifty years to begin the 
“ exploitation of the W est.” [Applause.] 
M r. R eed’s visit to California was Dot 
without results to his own mind. He 


has grasped the «client features of our 
situation here. 
“ The warmth of the 
alm ost unending sum m er,” “ the rich 
soil of those Hunset lands,” “ the riches 
which our generation finds to be w ithout 
stint or lim it,” are phrasei which those 
gnorant of w hat is here, tell us are the 
hyperbole of the real estate boomer. 
Falling from the lips of such a man as 
Mr. Reed, they will be taken for their 
face, as Stirling coin of thought, current 
am ong all thoughtful readers. 
H ear the eloquent speaker: 
“ Did you ever think how the m ap of 
America two hundred years ago, if he 
could have had it, would have deceived 
“‘the wisest observer as to our future his­ 
tory? 
He would have seen on the 
Atlantic coast a narrow strip shut off 
“ from all the rest of the continent by a 
‘chain of mountains stretching from the 
‘W hite H ills almost to Florida. 
He 
‘would have seen the great valley open 
‘to access only from the Gnlf of Mexico 
and the Gulf oi 8t. Lawrence. Know­ 
in g that Spain held the one and France 
‘the other, not even the boldness of 
‘patriotism or of prophecy would have 
‘ever dared to people the banks of that 
‘riches-bearing river and its. richer 
‘tributaries with an English-speaking 
‘race. The W est was settled in defiance 
‘of the map, across the rugged mount- 
‘ains and across the mighty rivers. 
“ The Spaniards wasted their energies 
“in vain pursuit of fabled fountains of 
‘youth and still more fabulous cities of 
“ gold. 
In their vain search for the 
riches which cost nothing they lost 
the riches which to-day astonish the 
‘world. 
That wealth was reserved for 
the descendants of those who had 
learned on the tongh soil of the Atlantic 
Coast that great lesson that man must 
pay a just price for w hat h e has. 
[Ap- 
“ plause.] 
T hat the French had the 
“ nobler motive of glory for their native 
“ land and the still loftier hope of bring- 
“ ing to the Christian fold the roaming 
“ savages, did not preserve for them the 
“ empire of the great valley. They left 
“ their nam es and their whitening bones 
“ on the banks of many a western river, 
“ but the land and its riches were for a 
“ people who had few notions of glory 
“ and still fewer designs lor the conver­ 
s io n 
of 
Indians. 
[Applause 
and 
“ laughter.] All history shows that it 
“ needs a certain coarseness of fibre to 
“ conquer the world. The Pilgrims and 
“ the Puritans both had it, and gild their 
“ memories however we may, they had 
“ as firm a grasp on this world as they 
“ thought 
they 
had 
on the next, 
“ [Laughter.] We cannot spare so many 
“ fine words on them as on the others. 
“ Success is always 
proBaic. 
Poetry 
“ clusters thickest over failures as ivy 
“ over ruins. The losers have the gar 
“ lands, for it is not always the saints 
“ who 
possess 
the 
earth. 
Loftiest 
“ motives often 
bring 
smallest 
“ turns. 
It 
is 
a 
hard 
thing

“ say, but it is the truth, 
that 
“ honest and persistent desire for 6 per 
“ cent interest, with a willingness to take 
“ 10, has done more to civilize the world 
“ than all the courage of th e Crusaders. 
“ (Great applause and laughter.) 
And 
“ on this continent what a world it has 
“ won. Did you ever look at the map of a 
“ hundred and twenty years ago? There 
“ lies the narrow strip close by the mar- 
“ gm of the inhospitable ocean which is 
“ the germ of the great Republic of to- 
“ day. The Province boundaries go back 
“ a few miles and then lose themselves 
“ in a vast unknown. To-day few spots 
“ unexplored lie undertbe daily pathway 
‘ of the sun from ocean to ocean. 
W hat 
“ a vast em pire it is! I say it with no 
“ thought of boasting, but in simple 
“ wonder. 
Most of it lies beyond the 
“ Mississippi. The Mississippi is West 
“ no longer. 
Ohio has ceased to be a 
“ Western State except at political con­ 
ventions. 
[Laughter.] The great plains 
“ which stretch towards the sunset, we

“of acres of the richest soil the sun ever

“ and wine and fruit and rearing stalwart

How many know that the 
“ great Em pire State of New York could 
“ be three tim es embroidered on the 
“ single State of California, and leave 
“ plenty of room for New Jersey and 
“ Delaware? 
Spread upon California 
“ New York and every New England 
“ State, and if you add Pennsylvania 
“ only the ragged edge would hang over 
“ the 
Pacific. 
Kentucky, Louisiana, 
“ Mississippi and Massachusetts, if fash- 
“ioned into convenient shapeB, could be 
“stowed away in Montana and never in 
“ the least jostle one another. Dakota, 
“ which we refuse to adm it into the 
“ Union (sham e) can adm it within her 
“ borders nine out of the 13 original

Mr. Reed knows better than many of 
our own people what a future lies before 
California. 
Some slow-minded people 
stand croaking on the street corners, not 
possessing sufficient intelligence to lead 
them into channels of w ealth-getting 
which are simply marvellous. 
This wise 
man from Maine knows the meaning of 
“ a hundred million acres of the richest 
soil the sun ever shone on, and under a 
sun the most benignant that ever shone.” 
He sees the significance of our grain and 
oil and wine and fruit and of the stalwart 
millions of people these will support. The 
State has less than a million and a half 
of population. Mr. Reed sees how this 
paucity 
is 
to 
increase 
into 
a 
teeming 
empire 
by 
the 
sunset 
sea. 
He 
looks 
at 
New 
York 
State with her six millions of souls, and 
at California, on whose surface three 
States like the Em pire one could be em ­ 
broidered. He knows this great State 
with all its resources and attractions is 
□ot to be left as the heritage of a scat­ 
tered people. 
He can - look into the 
‘ature and he sees m any millions of peo­ 
ple, stalwart and rich beneath these be­ 
nignant aun), on this soil of matchless 
fertility. 
Nor is it all mere health and comfort 


of a delightful climate he tooks to here. 
He finds elem ents of life here that stim ­ 
ulate better elements th a t go to make ap 
manhood than those whose worth 
is 
expressed in ponnds avoirdupois. 
Hear 
him again: 
" But huge extent of territory and un- 
“ told wealth is the least that we owe to 
“ the W est. Much that makes up Ameri­ 
c a n manhood has come from there. 
“ Progress clogs in the old rats. 
W here 
“ society is settled individuality is lost in 
“ use and wont. 
But when m en are 
“ forced to face new conditions, when 
“ old formulas have ceased to solve the 
“ world, then whatever of power the 
“ brain holds comes forth in fullness of 
"vigor. The W estern man had to meet 
“ his new and untried problems face to 
face and out of that struggle came, 
“ with much that was extravagant and 
‘much that was grotesque an energy 
‘which knew no obstacles, a courage 
‘which roared defiance to all its foes. 
“ W hat was extravagant and grotesque 
adorns fiction in “ Elijah Pogram ” 
and ‘The Pogram Defiance,’ but the 
final result adorns history in Abraham 
‘Lincoln’s name blessed forever.

While we in the E ast were 
untviug the knots oi old entanglem ents, 
“ were losing ourselves in sophistical 
“ difficulties of constitutions and statutes, 
“ the West was marching on the G ulf! If 
“ New England has given to the W est 
“ capital and men, the W est has given 
“ back to New England no small measure 
“ of vigor of thought, unlim ited release 
from the thraldom of old traditions and 
“ many useful lessons in statesm anship 
and war.

Id an address to the President-elect, Mr. 
Craig said they asked the appointm ent 
of General M ahone to the C abinet be­ 
cause that was almost the unanimous 
decision of the party in Virginia.

made a strong argum ent to show, if the

the Cabinet, Virginia should get it. 
and why in that event, Mahone should 
be recognized. 
He said all efforts to 
break the Solid South had failed, and in 
fact Republican organization in Virginia 
was abandoned, until in 1879 Mahone led 
a movement,whereby over fifty thousand 
ex-Confederates and their sonB united 
with the faithful band of Republicans.

KNOCKING AT T H E DOUH.

T h e H orm ona* Ct&lm fo r th e Ad- 
mlaaloA o f U tah. 
W a s h in g to n , January 12.—The House 
Committee of Territories devoted its 
session this morning to the hearing of 
the argum ent upon the claims of Utah 
for admission. The elem ent seeking ad­ 
mission was represented by Delegate 
Caine, Franklin Richards and J. M. 
Wilson. 
In opposition 
were Judge 
Baskins. Governor West, Mr. Ferry and 
Judge McBride. 
Mr. Richards opened the argum ent in 
address, in which he briefly told of the 
settlem ent of U tah, the hardships and 
sufferings undergone by the pioneers; 
spoke of the growth of the Territory; 
pointed to the large proportion of people 
who owned homes, compared with other 
sections of the country; defended the 
patriotism of the inhabitants, citing the 
efforts of their ancestors in war. Touch­ 
ing the charges relative to polygamy, he 
declared that since the passage of the 
act of 1882 there had been only ten con­ 
victions for new plural m arriages; all oi 
the three hundred other convictions were 
cases where the marriage had been con 
tracted before the enactm ent of the law. 
Richards attacked the Governor of the 
Territory ,accusing him of misrepresenting 
the position and intention of the Mormon 
inhabitants of U tah, and 
pervertmg 
facts generally in the interest of the 
Gentiles. 
He characterized as absurd 
what he called the dim e novel stories of 
Mormon atrocities, and asserted that 
there was no danger to the Gentile prop­ 
erty holders in Utah in the admission of 
the Territory as a State. Property would 
be protected under the State constitution 
as it had been under the constitution of 
the Territory. 
In conclusion he set out 
in detail the claims of the Territory to 
admission, and appealed to the Commit­ 
tee in the name of patriotism , justice 
and 
honor 
not to 
be 
influenced 
by the 
plaints of a few enthusi­ 
asts 
to 
longer 
keep 
her 
loyal 
people 
in 
political 
serfdom. 
He 
took up the Governor’s report to the 
Secretary of the Interior and read affida­ 
vits to show that it was incorrect as to 
the power of the Church in civil affairs. 
He quoted from Church authorities to 
show the perfect freedom of members to 
vote as they please, and from the election 
laws to prove that no one can discover 
what or whom any elector votes for. Also 
that tithing is an entirely voluntary dona 
tion determ ined by the giver, and that 
the whole Mormon theory is based on 
free agency and in practice everything is 
done by common consent, making the 
Moimon Church the most Democratic oh 
earth. 
He deprecated the Governor’s 
presence here for the avowed purpose of 
trying to establish an absolutism ' 
U tah, which with the Legislative Com 
mission, would have the power to appoint 
all the local officers. 


A S tateh ood C on ven tion H eld At 
S a n ta Fe. 
S a n t a 
F e , N. M., January 12.—A 
Statehood convention was held here to­ 
day, at which were present delegates 
from all parts of the Territory. 
A long 
resolution was adopted, the pream ble of 
which, after reviewing the treaty of 
Gaudaloupe Hidalgo, by which the Ter­ 
ritory became a portion of the United 
states, states that the population of New 
Mexico at the present time is over 
170,000, exclusive of Indians, who have 
not the right of franchise; that the Terri­ 
tory has now over fourteen hundred 
miles of railroad and telegraph lines, 
all

con­ 
structed within the last nine years; 
th a t the assessed valuation of property 
has increased tenfold within the paHt ten 
years, and the population 30,000 during 
the past two years, and “ as the Territory 
of New Mexico is possessed of sufficient 
resolute intelligence and inhabitants to 
authorize and require its admission into 
the United States, it is resolved by the 
people of the Territory, in convention 
assembled, representing every portion 
and political party therein, that we insist 
upon and demand admission into the 
Federal U nion; and furtherm ore, we ask 
that speedy action be taken by Congress 
upon this m atter.”

Watson, an Ingalls m an, was elected 
Clerk, but the Commissioners refused to 
canvass the vote until the Supreme Court 
issued an order for them to do so. 
Last 
Monday morning several deputy sheriffs 
went to Cimarron to place Watson, 
Clerk-elect in office, and remove the 
county records to Ingalls, when they 
were fired on by a mob of from 200 to 
300 Cimarron sympathizers. The Bhots 
were returned with a vengeance, and 
when the firiDg ceased it was found that 
J. N. English and J. Bliss, two promin­ 
ent citizens of Cimarron, were killed and 
quite a number wounded. 
George W. 
Bolds, a deputy sheriff, was shot in the 
leg, and Semuel Breeks and C. Roth- 
felter, two other deputies, received flesh 
wounds in the arm and head. 
The 
Cimarron people became infuriated over 
the killing of their two leading citi­ 
zens, and charged in a body upon 
the brick 
building 
in which W at­ 
son 
and 
the 
wounded 
deputies 
had taken shelter. 
At last accounts fir­ 
ing was going on at intervals between 
the besieged and the besiegers, the lat­ 
ter using house corners and other places 
of shelter. 
If Watson and the deputies 
fall into the hands of the Cimarron 
people they will all be hanged, and their 
only safety is in the timely arrival of 
outside assistance.

Wichita, directing him to send a com­ 
pany of militia to Cimarron at once to 
preserve peace, and to go himself, and if 
he finds one company insufficient, to or­ 
der out another. 
General Myers im med­ 
iately notified Companies A, H and G, of 
the Second Regiment, K ansas National 
Guards, to be ready for duty and, with 
A djutant Davis, went to Larned, where 
he will be met by Company F, and pro­ 
ceed to Cimarron at once.
